Frank DeBold Much Better. 


The Missouri Pacific brought in its 
fifth batch of strik e break ers Sunday 
to tak e the places of the m achinists 
who walk ed out on Ma^ 2 because 
the 
company 
refused 
to 
increase 
their wages from 36 to 40 cents an 
hour. 


The men had 
declined 
to 
com­ 
promise on 39 cents an hour, for the 
alleged 
reason 
that 
a 
proi>osed 
change in the shop rules would work 
to their detrim ent to a much greater 
extent than the wage 
increase 
of 
three cents an hour. 


This latter is denied by the com­ 
pany officials; who 
say 
tha t 
the 
changes 
proposed 
would 
hav e 
af­ 
fected only a few men. 


They further assert tha t the m a­ 
chinists 
on 
the 
M., K. & T. 
and 
Frisco 
system s 
accepted 
the 
39 
cents proposition, and that in insist­ 
ing on a further increase of one cent 
an hour the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
ma­ 
chinists were unreasonable. 
The total num ber of strik e break ­ 
ers at work this/m orning as m achin­ 
ists was 134, as 
against 
136 
whe 
Walk ed out on May 2. 
This latter is 
outside of the helpers 
and 
appren­ 
tices, which swelled the total num ­ 
ber of strik ers to som ething lik e 200. 
W. L. Tracy, of St. Louis, assist­ 
a nt superintendent of m achinery for 
the Missouri Pacific, is here asslfet- 
Ing M aster M echanic McGraw, 
and 
In speak ing with a Democrat-Senti- 
nel reporter regarding the situation 
expressed him self as being perfectly 
satisfied. 
Mr. Tracy said: 
“In the new men we hav e a good 
class of mechanics. 
There is not a 
‘cobbler* among them. 
They will be 
retained, as the copmany has no set­ 
tlem ent to m ak e with the strik ers. 
They quit of their own accord, and 
hav e no one but them selv es to blame 
because other m echanics hav e tak en 
the places they v acated.” 
Th© shop grounds are guarded day 
and night, and the strik e break ers 
©at and sleep in the shop buildings, 
bunk s hav ing been fitted up for them 
4n the painting departm ent for sleep­ 
ing quarters. 
Scores of people paid 
a v isit to the shop grounds Sunday, 
but were not perm itted 
to 
get 
glimpse of, much less conv erse v rlth, 
the new men. 
Supt. 
Tracy 
was 
warm 
in 
his 
praise of Sheriff Henderson, who has 
k ept order a t the shop grounds since 
the new men were 
put 
to 
work 
Borne of the strilcers hav e made ef­ 
forts to see the new men in an en­ 
deav or to persuade 
them 
to 
quit 
work , but the guards on duty hav e 
not perm itted them 
to 
get 
within 
speak ing distance. 
T here has been no trouble of any 
k ind slnee the new men were put to 
work and none is anticipated. How 
long the guards will be k ept on duty 
Is 
problem atical, 
but 
it 
is 
quite 
lik ely they will not 
be 
dispensed 
with for some time. 
A num ber of the m en who struck 
ha v e left the city and 
gone 
else 
where in sea rch of employment, bu 
thbse still here who hav e not secured 
o ther em ploym ent are paid a strik e 
benefit pf |8 a w eek by the nationa 
o rg a niza tio n. 
Beg inning today, the shop doors 
were o pened to new a pprentices, am 
M aster M echanic McQraw stated to 
the Democrat-Benttnel tha t any boy 
who .|ipplied to learn the trade and 
Jfas accepted would be protected by 
the company and could rest assured 
tha t he would be retained until he 
ha d finished his apprenticeship, and 
as lo ng afterw ard as he cared to re 
ma in.

Then the Young Man Took His Own

The body i>f Harold Varney, who 
com m itted smcide Friday afternoon 


in front of his sw eetheart’s home, 
2012 Jefferson street, by drink ing car­ 
bolic acid, wa? remov ed to his home 
in Boonv llle, Mo., Saturday morning, 
says Sunday’s K ansas City Journal. 
The boy’s father, Dr. J . C. Varney, 
was in the city, but declined to dis­ 
cuss the tragedy further than to say 
hat a lov e affair was at the bottom 
of it and that Harold had been in 
K ansas City for some time. 
A post­ 
m ortem held at the general hospital 
failed to disclose w’hat k ind of a drug 
t was V arney used. 
Miss Stella Back , w ith whom V ar­ 
ney had been Infatuated, 
said 
last 
night that ho 
often had spok en to 
her of a suicide pact. 
No later than 
ast 
Tuesday, 
she said, he 
had 
jroached the subject to her, telling 
her that he did not care to liv e w ith­ 
out her and preferred that they be 
buried in the sam e grav e. 
T cared for him a great deal,” Miss 
Back continued. 
“W e 
had 
k nown 
each other before he was m arried. 
I 
did not lov e him, then, howev er. T hat 
came later. He was always v ery jeal­ 
ous of me. 
Recently when he was 
accompanying me home he became ex­ 
cited because I told him it would be 
mpossible for me to elope with him, 
and slashed me across the w aist with 
a k nife.”

k ov itz, a 19-year-old clerk , employed 
by the m anagem ent of the Busy Bee 
Ice Cream parlors, in the later place 


of business, 214 South Ohio a/enue, 
at 1:30 o’clock Sunday afternoon. 
The 
wounds 
were 
inflicted 
ev i­ 


dently with a small pen k nife. Each 
wound was from one-half to three- 
fourths inch deep, and none penetra­ 
ted the lungs. 
Mr. Gram m ar immedi­ 


ately after the stabbing walk ed to 
Maywood hospital, where 
he 
was 
giv en attention by the staff surgeons. 
He was assigned to a ward of the in­ 
stitution and is resting nicely there 


today, although If blood poisoning de­ 


v elops the wounds may prov e fatal. 


Mosk ov itz, who was promptly dis­ 


charged by the Busy 
Bee 
m anage­ 
m ent, was arrested some tw enty min­ 
utes after the affray by Fred Robert­ 
son and J. H. Bower, patrolm en. 
He 
was tak en to the city jail and search­ 
ed, but the weapon with which he did 
the work could not be found. 
He was committed to a cell aw ait­ 
ing the results of his v ictim ’s wounds. 
Today Prosecuting A ttorney H . D. 
Dow filed intorm ation against Gram­ 
m ar’s 
assailant, 
charging felonious 
assault, 
a 
penitentiary 
offense 
if 
prov en. 
There are sev eral v ersions of the 
origin of the affray. 
From the au­ 
thorities it is learned that Gram m ar 
was passing the Busy 
Bee 
parlors 
when Mosk av it.z saluted 
him 
with 
this rem ark , “Hello, Dago.” 
Gram m ar is said to hav e entered 
the place to request 
Mosk ov itz 
to 
forget the rem ark , when the two en­ 
gaged in an argum ent. 
The words 
grew more heated, and suddenly the 
two clinched. 
, 
Mosk ov itz held a penk nife in his 
hand, and while the two were w rest­ 
ling he inflicted thirteen stab wounds 
In G ram m ar’s back , extending 
from 
the shoulder to the waist. 
Julius Dresser, one of the p 'oprie- 
tors of the Busy Bee, in conv ersation 
with 
a 
Dem ccrat-Sentinel 
reporter 
this morning, said he 
intended 
to 
bring suit against the 
Globe Demo­ 
crat for an article, appearing in the 
first page of today’s 
paper, 
stating 
that he (D resser) was in jail in Seda­ 
lia charged with doing the stabbing. 
Mr. D resser was in no 
way 
con­ 
nected with the affray, and was not 
ev en at the place of business when it 
occurred. Ho regretted the occurance 
v ery much, and could not understand 
how the local correspondent of the 
Globe-Democrat got his nam e .substi­ 
tuted for that of Mosk owitz. 
Mosk ov itz was released on a bond 
of $1500 this afternoon.

Then the boys of the ’60s gav e the 
W’ord Union, and finally 
the young 
men of the present generation gav ? 
to us the word Expansion. Liberty 
without Union would be 
powerless, 
and Expansion w ithout Union would 
be im ccssible. 
“As I v iew these silent grav es and 
note the lines ' of 
sadness 
on the 
faces of those who mourn lov ed ones, 
three thoughts come 
to 
my mind, 
which I wish to conv ey to the mem­ 
bers of the Grand Army of the Re 
public, the W oman's 
Relief 
corps 
and those within the 
sound 
of my 
Toice. 
“The first one (and all three relate 
to the war) is the spirit with which 
they went into the w ar. W hat do 1 
mean? Ov er on the M editerranean, In 
a small mountainous country ,a boy 
w'as born whose motto In life seem 
ed to 'be expressed in the words, T 
am read y.’ 
T hat boy, Paul, became 
the great apostle 
to 
the Gentiles. 
That spirit characterizes the spirit of 
the men who responded to the call 
of duty in the days of Lincoln. Ready 
to suffer! Ready to endure hardship! 
Ready 
to 
face 
homesick ness 
and 
pain and hunger and cold, and sor­ 
row of ev ery k ind. More ev en than 
that—ready to fare the appalling fire 
from the guns of the enemy, wlif'u 
the soldier k new he was sorely need 
ed by the little ones at home. 
Then note the spirit 
with wh^ch 
they cam e out of the 
w ar. 
The 
spirit of forgetfulness, 
not cherish­ 
ing hatred, 
but 
standing 
together, 
north and south, under the flag, a 
union Inseperable, now and forev er 
My second thought 
Is 
the homes 
from which you cam e. The eagle is 
our emblem, but should there come 
a tim e when a new one Is needed t 
would suggest that we tak e the old 
log cabin for our emblem. The homes 
from which you came are suggested 
hy the log cabin—tim es of pov erty 
homes that could hardly spare you. 
Read the annals of 
glory. 
Stury 
v our history. 
Note how m any men 
hav e come from the log cabin who 
nav e played a large place In Ameri 
can life. Andrew 
jacTv Son, 
WTIliam 
Henry Harrison. Daniel W ebster and 
Anraham Lincoln. 
‘ But speak ing of the homes from 
which you came, I m ust speak of the 
heroic sacrifices of those noble w'o- 
r.ien who were left behind. 
They 
played their part and played ft well. 
All the heroes of the war 
did not 
w ear blue: some of them wore calico 
dresses, and stayed at borne, teaching 
the little children how 
to 
lisp the 
nam e of papa, and to secure the ne­ 
cessities of life 
from 
God 
k nows 
w here. 
The last thought which comes is 
the land for which they died.

land flowing with milk and honey! A j 
Jand of plenty!

Elk Lick Springs, Mo.*, May 30.—It 
was the greatest fox hu nt ever pu lled 
off in Missou ri. 
It was enjoyed by 
abou t two hu ndred men and women 
and abou t one hu ndred dogs 
The 
dogs were of most all colors and sizes, 
and the best lot of dogs the writer 
had ever seen at one time. 
There were dogs from five or six 
cou nties and as many states—Ark an­ 
sas, Kentu ck y, Virginia and Mi.^sou ri, 
and men in all the professions of life. 
In age, the hu nters ranged from six 
to eighty-one years. 
There’ was also 
one woman fox hu nter, who was an 
expert at the sport, and we wou ld say 
one of the best ju dges of dogs in the 
state. 
There were thirty-eight dogs enter­ 
ed in the cu p race, thirty-five of which 
ran—thirty-fou r “gogetters” and one, 
he most valu able of the lot, which 
took the place in the fox hu nt that 
he trap does in the clu b shoot. 
This dog belongs to Mr. W. M. 
Johns, of Sedalia. 
When Mr. Johns 
had located a den of foxes in an old 
og, he placed “Scou t,” his dog, at 
one end of the log and he got at the 
other; and as he wou ld charge the 
bxes 
ou t 
“Scou t” 
wou ld 
swallow 
them. 
Then, du ring the race, as fast as 
the other dogs wou ld catch or hole a 
fox, all Mr. Johns had to do was to 
twist old “Scou t’s” fail and ou t wou ld 
come another fox and in two minu tes 
the pack wou ld have Mr. Reynard go­ 
ing some. 
“Mint” 
continu ed 
that 
throu gh the entire cu p race. 
Mr. Johns had expected Uis dog to 
heave u p the fox and tak e after it, 
thereby starting every race in the 
hu nt, hoping that he wou ld captu re 
the first prize; bu t evidently he had 
loaded him too fu ll, and instead of 
getting first prize, “Scou t” got the 
booby. 
Mr. Johns seemed to be as 
prou d of his dog and prize as any 
man on the grou nds. 
We think that one of the best dogs 
in the hu nt belonged to Mr. Glenn, 
and believe the ju dges wou ld lik e to 
have awarded him one of the prizes, 
bu t owing to its nick name, the editor 
in pu blishing a description of the 
hu nt wou ld have thrown the whole 
cheese into the waste bask et. 
The 
initials of the dog’s name were 
F. 
P.,” meaning Fox Pu sher; bu t some 
scamp nick named it and the ju dges 
only k new it ly its nick name and did* 
not think that it wou ld look well in 
print. 
One of the best tru e jok es pu lled 
off on the hu nt is on Green McFar­ 
land, who was very anxiou s that his 
dog, “Bu ggar,” wou ld tak e the prize. 
In this case there had been placed a 
nu mber of children in a deep hollow 
and when the dogs made a lose, the 
k ids were to begin screaming, yelling, 
trying to imitate 
the 
hou nds 
and 
climb to the top of the hill. 
Mr. McFarland, 
on 
hearing 
the 
noise, remark ed with great su rprise 
to Charley W itcher: 
“There! there! 
they come, over there! 
Don’t you 
hear them? 
W itcher said: 
“I don’t believs that 
is dogs.” 
“Yes, I k now it is; don’t you hear 
Bu ggar? 
There! there! that’s him. 
That’s Bu ggar. You can’t fool me. 
I 
k now that yelp. Come on, old fellow, 
you ’re In the load now. ju st stay there 
u ntil 
you 
pass 
the 
ju dges,” said 
Green. 
, 
W itcher remark ed, “Green, that Is 
not you r dog.” 
“Yes it is; I k now my dog. 
“I’ll bet that it ain’t,” said WHcher. 
“Yes it is; I’ll bet you my old hat.” 
(It wasn’t worth 15 cents.) 
Down 
went his old hat and at the same time 
down went W itcher’s who remark ed 
that the winner tak e both hats. 
“Good,” said Green. 
By this time the k ids had gained 
the top of the hill and began lau ghing 
and talk ing. 
W itcher pick ed u p both hats and 
Green, standing there with the su n 
shining down on the top of the bald 
spot on top of his head, said. 
“D— it, don’t that beat you ?” 
w'ltcher said. “No, you ’re the one 
that’s beaten.” 
Green began to beg for his hat and 
said, “You ’ve won the hat fairly.” 
“I 
intend 
to 
k eep it, too,” said 
Witcher. 
Green then tried to borrow it, bu t 
being u nable to do* so he said that 
he wou ld give him a dollar for it if 
he 
w'ou ld 
not 
te!l the stoiy.

Witcher swore the writer not to tell 
It, bu t I think that I am not violating 
any o ath by writing o f iL

The writer had heard a great deal 
of talk abou t L. M. Monsees and was 
very mu ch su rprised to find him su ch 
a qu arrelsome man. 
He 
got 
into 
trou ble with Mr. Harned, one of the 
m eekest of men on 
the grou nd. 
It 
took the level heads to qu iet them and 
mak e peace. 
We thinlc he was abu ­ 
sive to Mr. Johns in presenting his 
booby prize. 
Johns k nows he has a 
very valu able dog or he wou ld never 
have entered him for a prize. 
There was mu ch talk abou t “Tiger 
w ater” on tho grou nd. 
Mrs. W hite 
wanted to k now how and where they 
got it, and also how it was made. 
Ben Woolery told her it was m ade; 
by tak ing the pu re spring water east 
of the hou se and mixing it with su l- 
phu i watei. 
She tu rned to hef hu sband and told > 
him to k eep watch and not let anyon#^ 
give it to either of her dogs. If it has 
the same effect on ou r dogs it has on 
some men we can’t win a prize. 
“Why, Charlie,” speak ing to her 
hu sband, “that Tiger water mak es 
their heads light and legs weak .” 
The writer hopes to enjoy many 
more su ch fox hu nts.—A Spectaor.
